Central spot for beach visi. 
tors is in the vicinity of the 
pier, Logan Reserve and the 
beach front near The Esplan. 
ade, Pier Street corner—the 
southern entry to the main 
shopping centre, 

This must be one of the 
most derelict corners in the 
Shire. 

Plans have been proposed 
for the building of an hotel 
on this corner. Some resi-_ 
dents do not consider this a 
good site for such a business. 
It would be close to families 
of picnickers and within easy 
sight of the many young 
swimmers who gather on the 
pier and near this particular 
section of the foreshore. 


There must be other sites 
equally suitable for an hotel. 


This corner and the vacant 
land in Pier Street could he 
utilised to provide needed 
facilities for beach visitors. 


Larger crowds are visiting 
the beach every year and the 
need to plan ahead is appar. 
ent. 


An urgent need is more car 
parking space. With the steady 
loss each year of more of the 
once very sandy beach, addi. 
tional lawns will be required 
on the land side of the sea 
wall. To provide adequate 
open -space, other bayside 
towns have had to resort to 
reclaiming the foreshore.

Pleasant windy conditions prevailed 
at the start of Saturday’s racing, which 


was the fourth round of the season. 
However, as the afternoon progressed, the wind 
freshened considerably and conditions became rather 


rough. 


Six Hornets were involved in a “stern chaser” : 
(the first for the season) and

around the capabilities of the various boats as they 


“raced the clock.” 


Of course, in stern chasers 
all conditions are not equal in 
that boats starting last may 
encounter entirely different 
weather and wind conditions 
to those starting first. 


In this regard, therefore, 
times are not really conclu. 
sive, although on Saturday all 
boats were away before the 
wind became strong. 


. Most consistent Hornet this 
season has been Rock 'n’ Roll 
sailed by Peter and Harry Jol, 
who seemingly have had a 
lease on second place. They 
were the scratch men for the 
race and this was justified 
when they eventually filled 
first place from Laphill, the 
new Hornet sailed by Teddy 
Phillips and Les Laker. 


Incidentially, Laphill is per 
forming remarkably well for 
a new boat, which indicates 
the great amount of “over. 
time” which has been worked 
by the boys in getting it 
trimmed. - 


Jet, sailed by Tommy Jones 
and Graham Brennan, came 
tn third. At the moment Tom 
appears to-be far from satis. 
field with Jet, which served 
him so well last season and 
here again the “midnight oil” 
is being burned in the Jones’ 
workshop in a determined eff. 
ort to obtain improvement. 


In the Heron fleet however, 
we do not as yet see so much 
of this zealous experimenta_ 
tion, this being due to prob. 
ably two factors. The first be.- 
ing that in the main Heron 
skippers are relatively new to 
sailing and have not yet 
gained the more detailed 
knowledge of their craft. 


* The second reason probably 
being that the Heron is not 
designed specifically as a 
racing yacht and by com. 
parison improvement is less 
noticable. Nevertheless, in 
spite of the less experienced 
skippers and crews in this 
class, the competition is keen 
and 10 boats started on the 
6.2 mile course. ‘ 

This week the skippers ap- 
preciated a course with “short 
beats." The Heron being a4 
very “beamy” type of boat, 
is rather sluggish beating in. 
to heavy seas and as a result 


long conditioned “legs” can 
become quite tiresome. 
After three races with 


rather long ‘beats” Saturday’s 
course was a pleasant change 
particularly with the last leg 
of the course where, the boats 
were able to “reach” at a 
speed usually assoeiated with 
yachts specifically designed 
for racing. 

Only five Herons completed 
the course—five retired for 
reasons varying from seasick. 
ness to hitting a buoy.

volved in the Christmas rush. 
As fiies breed freely in de. 
caying animal and vegetable 
matter it was important that 
householders paid particular 
attention to fowl pens, com. 
post heaps, incinerators, gar. 
bage bins and any other point 
on their property which files 
could breed. 
The rules for fly control 
were very simple and required 
little actual effort to follow—- 
@ All garbage should be sec_ 
urely wrapped before he. 
ing placed in a bin with a 
tight fitting lid. 

® Incinerators should not be 


left partially filled with un. 
burned vegetable or animal 
matter. 

Fowl yards should be kept 
clean and raked regularly. 
Compost heaps should be 
properly maintained and 
not allowed to become gar_ 
bage heaps. 

Houses should be screened 
to prevent the entry of 
flies. 

Files which entered the 
home should be destroyed 
with a “knock down” type 
spray. 

Cr. Ginifer urged that these 
rules be followed and that a 
general clean-up be made be. 
fore going away. 

He pointed out that Musca 
Domestica—the common house 
fly, didn’t take any time off 
from its rapid process of 
breeding and of disease carry. 
ing.

The main ground of the opposition by the local 
council is the power it gives one private company 
over the property of private Jand holders.

GOVERNMENT STABILIZES ECONOMY. Faced with possible inflation, the 
Government is to be commended for having taken early budgetary action to 
dampen spending before boom conditions appeared. The ratio of statutory 
reserve deposits has also been raised from 10.8% to 15.8%. But the very 
low interest rates paid on these compulsory funds with the Reserve Bank 
means that banks and their customers are meeting part of the cost of the 
monetary management of the economy. No build up of inflationary pressure 
from excess purchasing is yet apparent, ail costs being the prime factor in 
the recent upward drift of prices. | 

NEW THOUGHTS ON MONETARY POLICY. A few years ago supervision of 
money and credit through the banking system was thought to be sufficient, 
but greater attention is now paid to ways in which money and savings outside 
this system are used, and the resultant effects on business activity. For ex- 
ample, spending can be increased without approaching the banks by borrow- 
ing from financial intermediaries which, in turn, obtain funds from public 
savings, normally bank deposits. \ : 
NEW .PROBLEMS FACING THE BANKING SYSTEM. The new outlook has 
created new problems and added further complications to the Reserve Bank's 
onerous task of monetary management. Anti-inflationary measures have led to 
restrictions being placed on the banking system, and the vital trading .bank 
section has been seriously affected. The major trading banks now provide less 
than 30% of new lending each year after providing about 60% prior to 1940. 
NEW IDEAS STILL UNDER DEBATE, Non-bank financial intermediaries per- 
form useful functions, and their overall effects on the economy are stil! sub- 
ject to debate. This year, a Canadian Royal Commission on Banking radically 
suggested that direct central bank control should be extended far beyond the 
banking system. But only last year a strong U.S. Government Committee on 
Banking said there was no real evidence for this need in the U.S.A. The forth- 
coming report on Australia’s own Committee of Economic Enquiry, with Dr. J. 
Vernon as Chairman, may have something to say on these matters. 

BANK’S UNIQUE ROLE IN STABLE GROWTH. The banking system still re- 
tains its unique position because banks alone are repositories of money. Finan- 
cial institutions or other groups outside the banking system could not function 
without the services banks provide. The banking system, led by the Reserve 
Bank, is also the major instrument (outside the budget) for steadying business 
activity, and at present is mainly responsible for saving employment from 
spilling over into a boom. But to ensure a nationally responsible employment

A former Altona resident was in- 
volved in a tense 24 hours drama follow- 
ing his discovery of a 1200ib. bomb in a 
highly dangerous condition at Lae, New 


Guinea. 
Mr. 


Eric Marion, eldest son of Mr. and Mrs. 


E. Marion, of 159 Queen Street, Altona, is a Com- 
monwealth Department of Works caterpillar driver 


employed at Lae. 


Mr. Marion discovered the 
bomb while digging gravel 
from a pit on the seuthern 
side of Lae airstrip, about 100 
yards from the meteorological 
office. 

While digging around Lae 
he has come up against hun. 
dreds of wartime explosives. 
He carried this bomb in his 


‘{ front.end loader about 90ft., 


dropped it in a suitable posi_ 
tion for collection and re. 
ported his find. 

An Army disposal expert 
and Lae’s senior fire Inspec. 
tor inspected the bomb, which 
could have been detonated by 
an awkward jolt and resulted 
in total destruction fer 100 
yards around,

Dear Sir, 
The letter to “The 
Age” (6/11) by nine 


members of the staff of 
the school of Education 
of the University of Mel- 
bourne raises the import- 
ant question of responsi- 
bility for training gradu- 
ates who wish to become 
secondary teachers. 

However, in referring to the 
more favourable conditions 
which the State Government 
undoubtedly provides for its 
own primary training coll. 
eges, the University staff 
omitted to mention some 
rather significant aspects of 
secondary teacher training 
now being undertaken by the 
State itself. 

To try to cope with the seri_ 
pus Shortage of secondary 
teachers, the Victorian Edu. 
cation department, some years 
ago, set up its own secondary 
teacher training college and 
is now planning a second one. 

The Education department’s 
course was originally planned 
for those who failed in the 
university degree courses. 

But was later extended to 
include those who had heen 
barred from university courses 
by entrance quotas in various 
facilities. 

“ANOMALOUS” 

It now seems most anoma. 
lous that so much should be 
done to train students who 
could not enter, or succeed 
at Melbourne and Monash 
Universities, while those who 
have successfully completed 
degree courses are being 
threatened with exclusion 
from the superior and inde. 
pendant professional training 
fhich only a university fac. 
Ity of education could offer, 

Only a week or so ago, the 
Minister: for Education (Mr, 
J. §. Bloomfield) announced 
hat the Government now pro. 
posed to add a third block to 
the already substantial Secon. 
dary Teachers’ College. 

This association considers 
that this plan should be im. 
mediately abandoned and that 
the State Government should, 
instead, make an urgent and 
substantial grant to the Mel. 
bourne University Faculty of 
Education to avert imposition 
of a quota. 

GRADUATES 
The latest development at 
the University of Melbourne 
Hs one further step in a long 
and disturbing serious of de.

We, as senior members of the Univer- 
sity of Melbourne’s School of Education, 
represent the staff of the School of Educa- 
tion in commenting on your report (3/11) 
of the council meeting at which the Minis- 
ter for Education and the Director of Edu- 

cation opposed the proposed quota for 
1965. We welcome your editorial (4/11) 


“Waste of Young Talent.” 
We wish it to be known that we share the dir- 
ector’s opinion that to deny university teacher-train-

ing to graduates is a 
that we deplore. 


Most of these prospective 
teachers entered the Univer- 
sity on the assumption that, 
having gained admission to 
the quota, they would be able 
to do a post-graduate year to 
qualify them to teach once 
they had obtained their first 
degree. However, in ail fair_ 
ness, the question must be 
asked: Whose breach of faith 
is it? 

We are in our present par. 
lous condition because we have 
previously refused to exclude 
qualified applicants. On our 





teachers will either have to 
be trained or replaced. 

In addition, resignations, 
deaths and retirements in the 
permanent secondary service 
have increased considerably 
from 262 in 1961 to 357 in 
1963, 

This represents a 37 per 
cent. increase over three years. 
Over the same time, 1302 tem. 
porary secondary teachers 
have resigned and a further 
115 have been DISMISSED. 

This association hopes that 
the State Government will act 
urgently to avert the threat. 
ened quota in the School of 
Education and that it then con 
fers with the universities, the 
Australian Universities’ Com-. 
mission, and teachers’ organi. 
sations to ensure that univer. 
sity training facilities for sec. 
ondary teachers ate expanded 
considerably without any dilu- 
tion of standards.

informed, since Mr. Bloomfield 
has pointed out that it is not 
yet known “what funds would 
be available next year to pay 
staff” (‘The Age”, 3/11). 

However, our dilemma re. 
mains that we must either 
greatly increase our staff and 
accommodation or introduce

a further fall in standards.

Truth can be equally as romantic as 
fiction and although it feels cruel to some- 
times have to kill a tale of romance, well 
established and perhaps cherished in 
many peoples minds, it does not mean 
that the truth is any-the-less colourful.

A later survey by Hoddle 
Shows that Langhorne re.

no record of any title to Lang. 
horne until 1873. 


Interesting, too, is the re. 
sult of an extensive study by 
university architectual 
showed that the Homestead 
in about 1861 consisted solely 
of the existing long west wing 
and a separate square block 
(the old council chamber) and 
the building opposite, north 
of Queen Street and in front 
of the new library. 

The Homestead has been 
altered and added to at vari. 
ous times and has also 
changed hands many times 
and to its various owners we 
should be thankful for its 
preservation when all other 
old Homesteads in the dis. 
trict have been demolished 
in the face of progress. 

We now have to return to
